Student Government Organization of 1967-1968, under the leadership of Dick 
Hinchliffe and advised by Mr. Dwyer, brought the students a greater representation 
and say in the school’s policies.

Adding further to the established 
bureaucracy were the “executives of the Executive Board”—President, Dick Hin- 
chliffe; Vice-President, Jackie Cunha; and Secretary, Marion Baptiste. With the 
benison of the administration, the SGO has, in its first year, made significant 
strides towards true representation of the student body.
